POWERFUL TUGS STANDINGBY

Had Just Left Her Wharf for Honolulu
When She Is Caught in Dense Fog
and Runs on Rocks—Leaks Badly—
Pilots Not to Blame,

San Francisco, Sept, 30.—The steamer
Alameda, belonging to the Oceanic
Steamship company, went on the rocks
south of the harbor one hour after leav-
ing her wharf for Honolulu today. She
sailed at 11 o m. under command of
Captain T. Dowdell. The point where
she struck the shore inone of the narrow
est and most dangerous parts of the
siraita on the way out of the Golden
LI TN

A reel runs out to the nerthwesh
from the shore and a buoy is situsted
at its end near where the Alameda

struck,
Midnight,
At midnight tonight the Oceanle

Steamship company’s liner Alameda is
still fast on the resks off Fort Point,
just inside the heads and not far from
where the Rio Janeiro is supposed to
have gone down. Lighters are along-
side and her cargo is being taken off.
It is reported that the vessel is leaking,
indicating that her bottom is damaged.

When the steamer went on the rocks,
Captain Thomas Dowdell was in com-
mand and Pilot C. B, Johnson was di-
recting ber rourse, In addition to a
cargo valued at $100000, the Alameda
bad on boanl 36 passengers.

The vessel went ashore during a heavy
fog. which shpt dawn suddenly and
lifted aimost as quickly, but after the
damage was done.

The lifting of the fog. however, great
ly facilitated the work of rescning the
passengers, which was done skillfully
and expeditionsly, All being transierred
W the revenue outfr Golden Gale,
without discomfort and later lgnded at
the Pacific street wharf,

The Alameds Jeft her wharf 11 a. m,
for Homolulu, Ae she passed Persidio,
the mists sudidenly swooped in from the
sea, and Pilot Johnson gave onlers to

slow down, and he amd Captain Dow:
l‘lrll listened jor the guiding sound of
either the Lime Point or Fort Point
whistles. As they
was oaught by the swirl of the flood
tide and oarvied toward the rocks, where
she now rests, She struck gently, and
few of the passengers had any idea of
the vespel being aground. When the
enginea stopped, most of -the passengers
though & stop had been made to let off
the pilot, and it was only when the fog
lifted and they saw the fort looming up
over the buoy, that they knew why the
Alameda was no longer going ahead, All
on join in piige tribute to
Captain Dowidell's coolness, which was
largely responsible for the calm way in
which the passengers met the situation
when they learned the worst.

A few seconds after the linor struek,
one of the whistles for the sound of
which her navigators had been strain-
ing their ears, was heard right abead.

Captain Dowdell has little to sy

about the affair. The pilot was handling
the liner, and it was under the pilot's
direction that she “rammed her nose in
among the breakers, Pilot Johnson,
however, was not so reticent.
“The responsibility,” he says, “rests
entirely upon the people st the Lime
Point whistle for not blowing, slthough
it waa so thick for a time that I could
not see the length of the Alameda. We
got lost in the fog and I listened for the
whistle to give me my bearings, When
the whistle did blow, we had been ashore
for five minutes.”
